S.R.O. 155. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section (13) of the National 
Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the National Cadet Corps Rules, 1948, namely: 

1. These Rules may be called the National Cadet Corps (Fourth Amendment) 
Rules, 1070. 

2. They shall come Into force on the date of their publication In the Offlclal 
Gazette. 

3 In the National Cadet Corps Rules. 1948, in rule 35, for sub-rule (5), the 
following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:—

S.I1.0. 157. — The following bye-laws for the enforcement of compulsory vaccina- 
tion in Secunderabad Cantonment, framed by the Cantonment Board, Secunder- 
abad, In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (2) of section 282 and section 
283 of the Cantonments Act, 1624 (2 of 1924). are hereby published for general 
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Information, the same having been previously published, and appcoved and con- 
firmed by the Central Government, as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 
of the said Act, namely:^ — 

1. Short title and conunenicenieni— (1) These bye-laws may be called the 
Secunderabad Cantonment (Compulsory Vaccination) Bye-laws, 1970. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. DeBnltioiiB. — In these bye-laws, unless thej;e Is anything repugnant In the 
subject or context, 

(1) “Board" means the Cantonment Board, Secunderabad; 

(li) 'Cantonment' means the Secunderabad Cantonment; 

(111) "Executive Officer” means the i)erson appointed under the Cantonments 
Act, 1924, to be the Executive Officer of a Cantonment; 

(iv) ‘guardian’ means any person on whom the care or custody of an.y child 
falls by law or by natural right or recognised usage, or who has 
accepted or assumed the care er custody of any child, or to whom 
the care or custody of any child has been entrusted by an.y lawful 
authority; 

<v) "Health Officer” means the senior executive medical officer In military 
employ on duty in a Cantonment; 

(vl) ‘parent’ means the father or mother of a legitimate child or the mother 
of an illegitimate child; 

(vll) ‘primary vaccination’ means the successful vaccination which is given 
to a child for the first time in its life; 

(viii) ‘public vaccinator’ means any person employed by the Board for the 
purpose of performing the operation of vaccination; 

<lx) ‘re-vacclnatlon’ means the vaccination which is done subsequent to the 
primary vaccination; 

<x) ‘unprotected child’ means a child who has not been protected from small- 
pox by having had that disease either naturally Or by Inoculation, 
or by having been successfully vaccinated and who has not been 
certified under these bye-laws to be insusceptible to vaccination; 

(xi) ‘vaccinator’ means a public vaccinator or a private individual authorized 
by the Board to perform the operation of vaccination in the Cantori- 
ment. 

l^aocinatlon to be compulsory. — (1) Vaccln/ition shall be compulsory in the 
Cantonment to the extent specified in these bye-laws with effect from the date 
of commencement of these bye-laws which shall be proclaimed by the Board by 
beat of drum amd by Issue of general notice In the Cantonment. 

(2) The parent or guardian of any unprotected child of three months of age 
and above, residing within the Cantonment, shall lake the child or cause it to be 
taken to the Cantonment General Hospital for vaccination or shall procure its 
vaccination by a vaccinator. 

(3) All children should have their primary vaccination done between the age of 
three months and six months. 

4. Fee for vaccination -(1) No fee or remuneration shall be charged by any 

public vaccinator for any vaccination performed or certificate given under these 
bye-laws: 

Provided that where gn an application by any person the public vaccinator 
performs vaccination or makes an inspection as hereinafter provided at the resi- 
dence of such person. It shall be lawful for such vaccinator to charge such fee 
as the Board may prescribe; 

(2) Where the application mentioned in the preceding proviso is made In respect 
■of a female, who, according to the customs of the country, does not appear in 
public, no fee shall be charged for performing the vaccination or for making an 
inspection after vaccination. 

5. Certificate of vaccination.— (1) The parent or guardian of any child success- 
fully vaccinated may require fro® the public vaccinator a certificate to the effect 
that the_cHlld has been successfully vaccinated and the public vaccinator shall 
furnish such certificate. 
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(2) If the public vaccinator is of the opinion that the child which has been 
three times unsuccessfully vaccinated Is Insusceptible to vaccination, he shall 
deliver to the parent or fiuardian of such child a certificate to that effect. 

6 Certificate of unfitness for vaccination— The vaccinator shall, If he finds the' 
child brought for vaccination to be in a state unfit for vaccination, deliver to the- 
parent or guardian a certificate to the effect that the child is in a state unfit for 
vaccination. 


7. Inspection after vaccination. (1) The vaccinator shall, if he finds the child 
to be in a state fit for vaccination, vaccinate the child and deliver to the parent 
Or guardian a memorandum slating the date on which the vaccination has been 
performed and the date .on which the child is to be Inspected in order to ascertain 
the result of the operation.- 

(2) The parent or guardian of a child which has been vaccinated shall, on 
the date of Inspection stated in the memorandum, produce the child or cause it io 
be produced before the vaccinator for inspection or shall procure inspection of 
the child by a vaccinator and such vaccinator shall then append to the memo- 
randum a certificate stating that the child has been Inspected and the result of 
such inspection, 

(.3) When, on Inspection as aforesaid, it is found — 

(a) that the vaccination has been successful, a certificate shall be delivered 

by the vaccinator to the parent nr guardian of the child to that effect 
and such child shall thereafter be deemed to be protected; 

(b) that the vaccination has been unsuccessful, the parent or guardian shall, 

if the vaccinator so directs, cause the child to be forthwith again 
vaccinated and subsequently Inspected In the manner hereinbefore 
provided. 


(4) If the vaccinator Is of opinion that a child who has been three times un- 
successfully vaccinated, is insusceptible to vaccination, he shall deliver to the 
parent or guardian of such child a certificate to that effect, and the parent or 
guardian shall thenceforth not be required to cause the child to be vaccinated. 

8. Vaccination of unprotected children. — (i) The Board or any person authorised 
by it may, at any time on the recommendation of the Health Officer, by notice 
in writing, order vaccination, within such time as may be prescribed In the notice, 
of any unprotected child who has, in the Health Officer’s opinion, been exposed 
to infection from email pox and is likely to spread the disease. 


(2) The provisions contained In bye-laws 3 to 7 shall apply to the vaccination 
of an unprotected child under this bye-law. 


9, Vaccination on threat or outbreak of smallpox.— (1) When the Cantonment is 
visited or threatened by an outbreak of smallpox the Board may, on the recom- 
mendation of the Health “Officer, by notice In writing, order the vaccination within 
such time as may be prescribed in the notice of any child or other person, whether 
protected or not, who has. In the opinion of the Health Officer, been exposed to 
infection from small-pox and Is likely to spread the disease. 

(2) The provisions contained in bye-laws 3 to 7 shall apply to the vaccination, 
of any child, and as far as may be, to that of any other person, under this bye-law. 

10. Re-vacclnatlon. — In the absence of any specific order to the contrary made 
by the Cantonment In this behalf, every person in the Cantonment shall get himself 
re-vaccinated once in every two years. 


11. Executive Officer to call for list of persons etc. — For the purpose of these 
bye-laws, the Executive Officer may, by notice in writing, within such time as may 
be specified in the notice, require — 

(a) the owner or occupier of any house to furnish a list of persons residing 

In the house; or 

(b) any parent or guardian to furnish such particulars as may be specified 

In the notice regarding any child or children in his charge. 


12 Penalties. — A contravention of any of the bye-laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to one hundred rupees and in the case of a continuing 
contravention with an additional fine which naa-v extend to twenty ''up^s for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the 
first such contravention.

S,E.O. 160 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the civilian posts In the Indian Military, Academy, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and cvommencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Indian 
Military Academy (Class II posts) Recruitrnent Rules, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force from the date of publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application,— These rules shall apply to the Class II posts as specified In 
column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scale ot pay. — The number of the post, its classi- 
fication, and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method oif recruitment, age limit and other qualifications-. — The method of 
recruitment to the said post, age limit, and other matters relating to the said post 
shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age Umlt prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
relaxed in the case of a candidate belonging to the Scheduled Ca.stes, the Scheduled 
Tribes or other special categories of persons In accordance with the orders of the 
Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disquallflcationa. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 
spouse living, or 

v(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the post; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if aatisfled that such niarriage 
Is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to .do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and In consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules, with respect to an.y class or category of persons 
or posts.
